BACK IN SPAIN. 


Oareer ofthe Noted Republican Manuel 
Ruiz Zorille. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Following close upon 
the return of Rochefort to France comes the 
news of the return of the noted Spanish Re- 
publican, Manuel Ruiz Zorilla, to Madrid. 


Zorilla has been a factor in Spanish poli- 
tics for nearly half a century. e is in his 
sixty-first year. His public career began 
when, at the age of 24 and while practicing 
law in Madrid, he was elected to the Cortes 
as @ Progressist. He has been a Minister of 
State three times, Premier twice and Presi- 
dent of the Cortes once. He has been twice 
exiled, the first time for participation in the 
uprising of 1886, but he soon went home and 
became Minister of Public Instruction and 
Commerce under the provisional Govern- 
ment of 1868. 

Zorilla headed the deputation which went 
to Florence in 1870 and offered the Spanish 
crown to Victor Emanuel’s second son, the 
Duke of Aosta. When the Duke took the 
throne as King Amadeus, Zorilla was his 
right-hand man. During that brief, trou- 
bled reign Zorilla had a rapid succession of 
ups and downs, but was Premier when 
Amadeus abdicated in 1872 and followed him 
to Portugal. 

From that time Zorilla has been so pro- 
nounced a Republican that the Government 
has preferred to worry along without his 
advice or even his presence in the country, 
The order of exile in his case was counter- 
manded in 1873, but he refused to return to 
Spain while political friends were still under 
condemnation.

OVER-WORKED. 


Appropriations CommitteeHas 
Too Much to DPO. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. B. —In a recent 
speech in the Senate Mr. Dubois of Idaho 
gave 4 of a change in the rules of 
the Senate-tNat is very likely to be brought 
about.” He said that it had become very ev- 
ident that the Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations was becoming overworked, and 
the time had arrived when the duties of that 
committee should be lightened by having 
the various appropriation bills divided 


among those committees which had juris- 
diction over the subjects treated in them. 

This intimation made something of a stir 
in the Appropriations Co ittee. Beyond 
all question this committee is the most pow- 
erful in the Senate. It handles every appro- 
priation bill except the river and harbor, 
and this is only a biennial measure, In every 
direction it is supreme. If a Senator desires 
to secure an amendment to any of the vari- 
ous bills he is obliged to introduce it, then 
refer it to the committee having jurisdiction 
of the subject when appropriations are no 
concerned, and then have it reporte: 
referred to the Appropriations Committee’ 
to be incorporated in the proper bill. This 
was the course pursued with the amend- 
ment appropriating $500,000 for the Hawaiian 
cable, as well as a hundred other amend- 
ments proposed this session. 

Since the short speech of Senator Dubois, 
the feeling in the matter has grown as it 
has been talked about, and a proposition to 
change the rules in this particular. is sure 
to meet with favor, the only * be- 
ing to get action. It is proposed that all ap- 
propriation bills, save those known as the 
general bills, treating of all subjects, shall 
be referred to and handled by the commit- 
tee as follows: 

Itural, to the Committee on Agri- 
culture; fortifications, to Committee on 
Coast Defenses; rivers and harbors, as now 
to the Committee on Commerce; District of 
Columbia, to the District of Columbia Com- 
mittee; diplomatic and consular, to the Com- 
mittee on 3 Relations; Indian, to the 
Committee on Indian Affairs; army and 
navy, military academy bills, to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs; naval, to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs; pensions, to 
the Committee on Pensions; post-office, to 
the Committee on Post-Offices and Post 


oads. 

This would leave the legislative, executive, 
the sundry civil and all deficiency bills to be 
handled by the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, and by those who favor the change it 
is asserted that this will be ample for that 
committee. It is pointed out that during the 
consideration of the post-office bill, Senator 
Blackburn, who had it in charge, was una- 
ble to attend the conference on the diplo- 
matic and consular bill, although the House 
conferrees were ready to confer for three or 
four days.

Mr. Teuteberg Is Assistant Superintend- 
ent ef Public Schools—His Faith Un- 
shaken—Mre. King Also Conducted 
the Funeral Ceremony. . 


Little Lucia Tuteberg, only daughter of 
the Assistant Supérintendent of Public 
Schools, died suddenly at her home, 2219 
University street, Saturday, under tragic 
and distressing circumstances. She passed 


away before medical or scientific aid could 
be secured. Her rents are Christian 


Scientists. 

Lulu, as she was more familiarly called, 
had been skating on the sidewalk with 
Florence Halpin, a playmate. Lulu had 
— gotten her skates a few days before 
and as she could not manage herself weil 
upon them, Florence assist her. 

After they had enjoyed themselves for 
about two hours Florence complained that 
her feet were cold and asked Lulu to ac- 
company her into the latter’s home to 
warm them. The little accordingly went 
into the kitchen of Mr. Teuteberg’s house 
and Florence seated herself on a chair in 
front of the stove. The cook was also in the 
room. Lulu stood by a window, looking out 
when suddenly she turned and complained 
of dizziness. She walked over to her play- 
mate and laid her head upon Florence's 
shoulder. 

Suddenly the little girl fell to the floor, 
and, for a moment, the domestic thought 
there was nothing wrong, as Lulu was a 
lively child and full of pranks. But on closer 
observation the cook saw from Lulu’s face 
that she was suffering. She hastily called 
Mrs. Teuteberg, but Lulu was in a dying 
condition before her mother got to her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Teuteberg are strong advo- 
cates of the Christian Scientist theory of 
healing, so strong that they will not ac- 
knowledge that it is a belief, but regard it as 
a fact or condition that must be accepted 
without questioning. Therefore Mrs. Teute- 
berg began to apply the teaching of her faith 
for the cure of her child. In the meantime 
Mrs. Julia Field King, Mr. and Mrs. Teu- 
tebere’s instructress in the doctrines, was 
—— or, but before she arrived life was ex- 
tine 

The family are not shaken in their belief 
of Christian Science by the death of their 
daughter. They do not regard the change 
as death, but that the little one’s time had 
come and that she simply said “‘good-by” 
and left them for a time. They k upon 
it as a change, not to sorrow for, d have 
not altered the arrangements of the house 
in the least, but the eyes of all the members 
of the family are red with weeping for the 
departed one. 

“hTis is one of the greatest trials we 
have, said Mr. Tenteberg. It is the sever- 
est test that we are put to. We have to put 
away the emotions and regard it in a trul 
scientific light. There was no time to ad- 
minister any form of treatment, but if 
there had been we should have used Chris- 
tian Science. Lulu was treated by the 
scientific method twe years ago, and was 
relieved, and heretofore. it has always been 
successful in our family. 

“It was not revea to us that there 
was anything the matter with my daugh- 
ter’s heart, but if it we should have ad- 
ministered scientific eatment before.” 

The funeral took place at 2 o’clock and 
Mrs. Julia Field King conducted a simple 
ceremony, which consisted of a brief ad- 
dress. 

A burial certificate was issued on the 
application of Mrs. King, as that lady is 
a graduate of a regular medical college, 
Had she not been, Mr. Teuteberg says, 
there would have been no difficulty in pro- 
curing the document as he claims that this 
is a free country and that the authorities 
would have n bound to recognize his 
right to freedom of belief in such mat- 


ters. 

The mention of Mrs. Julia Field King’s 
name in this connection recalls the death 
of Miss Mary L. Lackland some months 
ago, Miss Lackland was a teacher in the 
kindergarten atached to the Carr Lane 
School and resided out in Horton place, at 
the home of a relative, who is a prominent} 
attorney. She was attended by Mrs. King 
and had only been Ul a few days when her 
friends were shocked to hear of her death.

FEIGNED INSANITY. 

1 Mrs. Cameron’s injuries were at once at- 

tended to while her murderous husband was 
taken to the City Hospital, where he for a 
short time feigned insanity. The policeman 
in charge of Cameron told him to drop that 
game and to answer Dr. Heine Marks’ 
question. Cameron did so and said that he 
had tried to kill his wife because she had 
refused to come back and live with him on 
account of her mother’s influence. He 
said that her mother had lived with him 
for five weeks, was drunk all the time and 
that he had not been able to support her or 
give her money to buy drink. Cameron's 
clothing was searched and the following 
letter, addressed to his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Bridget O’Connell, 406 North Eleventh 
street, was found: 

‘MY DEAR MOTHER-IN-LAW—1 will leave 
these few lines to let you know that I am about 
to take my own life and also your daughter's life, 
too. If you would have let ber and me alone this 
would not have hap . You came to stay with 
us.on Seventeenth street, and lay drunk on me for 
five weeks. I worked until you caused me so much

; FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


The Post-Dispatch takes special pleas- | 
ure in announcing that, after stren- 
uous efforts since the beginning of the 
winter to find a way to utilize the re- 
mainder of-the Post-Dispatch Lake Fund } 
for the benefit of the unemployed, a plan 


has been perfected which we are sure will 


meet with the hearty approval of the 
donors and the public. 

The first idea was to devote the fund 
to the enlargement of the Forest Park 
lake. It was thought possible by adding 
to it the $25,000 due from the Suburban. 
Railway for a station pagoda and a sub- 
stantial contribution from the Missouri 
Railway, to enlarge the lake into a fine 
racing course. The fund itself being in- 
sufficient for this purpose, and the rail- 
way managers refusing to do their part, 
despite the great advantages that would 
accrue to their roads, the plan had to be 
dropped. 

But through State Senator F. W. Mott 
of the Carondelet Citizens’ Association, 
an excellent way has been opened for the 
beneficial use of the fund. This associa- 
tion has long been laboring, without suc- 
cess, to secure funds from the city for the 
construction of a lake in Carondelet Park. 
The plan of utilizing the Post-Dispatch 
Lake Fund made the realization of the 
hope of the association possible. The 
plan was approved by Park Commis- 
sioner Fechter, who decided that no spe- 
cial legislation would be necessary to put 
it in operation. Work on the lake will, 
therefore, begin at once and immediate 
relief will thus be offered the unem- 
ployed of the city. 

The sum left over after the completion 
of the Forest Park lake was $5,735.35. 
This sum was deposited as a special fund 
in the State Bank of St. Louis, bearing 3 
per cent interest. It now amounts to 
$5,864.88. The whole fyna-thus swelled by 
interest will be exyended under the super- 
vision of the Carondelet Citizens’ Associa- 


eftizens. 

The Post-Dispatch can assure the 
donors of the fund that the money will 
be expended in accordance with the pur- 
pose for which it was given.

Alderman Ballard’s proposed bicycle tax 
ordinance. It is issued generally: . 


“Tt has come to the attention of ‘this as- 


sociation, through the medium of the city 
press, that at the last meeting of the City 
Council, held on Monday, Feb. 11, Alderman 


Ballard of the Second Ward presented a 
resolution ordertng the corporation counsel 
to prepare an ordinance. providing for the 
licensing of each and every bic in 
the city limits of Chicago, and prov 

for a tax or license fee of not less than 
therefor, in addition to the cost of issu 
the certificate. | 

“The undersigned were 83 a com- 
mittee by the Associated yeling Clubs of 
Chicago for the * of ‘iting each 
alderman in the cit 
injustice of this o ce, 8 
passed by the Council, and requesting the 
support of every alderman in opposing the 
measure. It is unnecessary for us to go 
into details as to why this would be an un« 
just and unlawful imposition on the cyclists 
of this city, who comprise, as nearly as can 

ascertained, over one hundred thousand 
of our pulation. 

The Supreme Court of this State has held 
that a bicycle is a ‘vehicle,’ and it, there- 
fore, should receive the same rights and be 
subject to the same restrictions as any 
other vehicle. 

“As regards any taxes which must be paid 
by the owner of a bicycle, it lawfully comes 
under the head of 1 property tax, 
and no wheelman will obisct to paying that 
tax. Should the City Csuncil of Chicago 
levy an additional tax of $2 or any other 
amount, it would be double taxation and 
class legislation pure and simple; further 
than this, it would be legal and could not, 
therefore, be collected. 

“We trust that in the interest of fair 
treatment that you will carefully consider 
this question and use your influence toward 
defeating the ordinance immediately that 
it is presented, and by so doing you will 
carry with you in the future the good-will 
of the cycling pulation of this city.“ 

Bad as is Alderman Ballard's ordinance 
taxing Chicago cyclists $2 a year, it -not 
quite as comprehensive as the bill recently 
introduced into the Legislature of New 
York. The measure prohibits cyclists from 
riding in towns, villages or cities in the 
State without a permit. It regulates their 
speed to ten miles an hour and imposes a 
punishment of arrest and a fine of $25 for 
each violation of the statute. New York 
cyclists are up in arms ainst it. The 
most mysterious feature of the case is that 
the father of the bill claims that it has been 
indorsed by President Luscomb of the 
Le e of American Wheelmen. Chief Con- 
sul Isaac B. Potter denounces it as absurd.

It is probable that the 
question of whether or not the color line 
Will be drawn in the League will come up 
during the present session, and there is 
alsoelikely to be some fight as to where the 
next annual meet of the League will be 
held. There are two parties, the Boston 
and Asbury Park, and both maintain 7 
it would be best for the League to hold its 
meet on their respective tracks.
